| The Passing Show 
By J. S Cowper 


Another month and the Conference on Reduc- 
tion of War Debts will be ready to announce to a 
waiting world, its decision. That decision may 
prove the starting point back to normalcy. Along 
with the increased output of commodities by me- 
chanical and technological advances of the past few 
years, the demand for payment of war debts in 
gold, has gummed up the world’s distribution ma- 
chinery 

The war debts were not money debts. They 
were loans of goods and services. The difficulty is 
that United States, facing great technological ad- 
vance at home, does not want repayment in goods 
and services. She wants payment in gold 

With only $11,000,000.000 of monetary gold in the 
whole world, and half of that already in United 
States vaults, and half of the remainder in tie 
vaults of France, periodical payments of war debts 
in gold cannot be made—if at all—without stoppoge 
of international trade. United States army of 
12,500,000 unemployed is a direct consequence of 
the stoppage of international trade. 

At present Britain's objigation has a principal 
value of $11,500,000,000 which with interest spread 
out over 62 years under the Young plan, calls for 
total payments of over $28,000,000,000 in gold. 

Upon the question of the reduction or abolition 
of these gold payments the next immediate step 
in world recovery depends. After a nation, has 
been fed on such a Hallelujah Chorus of praise 
about GOLD as that from Arthur Brisbane—ex- 
cerpts from which were quoted in this column re- 
cently—it will be hard to give up this vision of hav- 
ing the world bear golden tribute. Brisbane might 
better have told his countrymen of the chap on the 
wreck of the “Islander” in Alaskan waters—another 
of his countrymen—who when the ship went down 
had a chance to swim to safety but insisted on 
packing his gold in a belt around his middle. The 
effect was as if he had lashed the anchor around 
him before taking the plunge.

Here is a more prescient article by an American 

or two Americans, rather—about gold. It comes 
from the column of Heywood Broun, in the New 
York World-Telegram. Broun gives the credit for 
the idea to Morris L. Ernst who told it as an 
anecdote. Here it is, as it appeared in Broun’s 
column: 

Once upon a time—perhaps it was in the 
future rather than past—the three heads of 
government finance of Britein, France and 
America got together, and decided that the 
method of storing gold in some urban sub-cellar 
was cumbersome and in certain circumstances 
even dangerous 

They decided to take the gold supply of the 
three nations to a lonely little island in the 


middle of the Pacific. There it was stored 
under a small guard. Not much protection was 
needed, since only the head men and the 


guards were informed as to the plan and the 
location of the island. The island was equipped 
with a radio receiving set, but it had no means 
of sending messages 

For ten everything tranquilly 
enough. International were 
fied by the simple device of sending a wireless 
saying, “Earmark nineteen million of the 
French gold for United States.” or vice versa. 

At the end of ten years the three financial 
heads decided to look in on the island to see 
how things were getting along. They just 
wanted to be on the safe side. A fast cruiser 
under sealed orders transported them to the 
spot. But there was no island. Some disturb- 
ance at the bottom of the seas had sucked down 
the little coral eminence, and with it went the 
gold supply of three great nations

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| Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


DIETETIC TREATMENT FOR COLITIS | 
The treatment for any form of colitis is much 
the same and consists in relieving the irritation 
and allowing the inflammation to subside, after | 
which measures may be used to increase the health 
and tone of the colon and prevent a return of the 
trouble. The first part of the treatment is to use a | 
liquid diet for a time. The freedom from roughage 
allows the healing to progress unhampered. I do 
not advise the general diets as are sometimes used 
because the excessive amount of starchy food tends 
to ferment in the intestine and make the inflam- 
mation worse. Instead I have found that an acid 
fruit fast is more satisfactory, one of the best being 


the tomato juice fast. 
TOMATO JUICE FAST 

For about five days I would suggest using no 
food except an eight-ounce glass of tomato juice 
every two hours from as soon as you are dressed 
in the morning until you are ready to retire. With 
each glass of tomato juice you must drink half a 
glass of water. As these systemic poisons are stirred 


up, one may have a slight headache or ache in the 
muscles, but these disappear if the fast is continued 
and no medicinal preparations are used to suppress 
these symptoms of elimination. 

One should also use one or two enemas of a 
quart of warm water cach day while on the tomato 
juice fast. The water should be fairly hot, about 
104 degrees Fahr., with a half teaspoonful of soda 
edded. Before the water is expelled it is well to 
lie on the back and churn the abdomeft up and 
down for three or four minutes 

After the five days on tomato juice use an acid 
fruit diet for five days. 

ACID FRUIT DIET 

Use three meals daily of any one kind of the 
following raw, unsweetened fruits: Oranges, apples, 
grapefruit, grapes, plums, melons, pears, peaches, 
apricots, cherries, nectarines, berries, pineapples or 
tomatoes. Eat as much as you desire of any one of 
these fruits, continuing to use only one kind each 
The next day, if you desire, you may change 
to some other variety. Drink at least a pint of 
water at each meal and also drink two or three 
Blasses between meals in order to give the system 
plenty of liquid with which to wash out the im- 


day 


purities 

Take two sponge or shower baths each day to 
keep the pores of the skin open and to assist in the 
skin elimination. At least one enema a day of plain 
warm water should be taken while on the fruit 
diet. Do not try to substitute laxatives in place of 
the enema or the results will not be as satisfactory. 
Use no other food or liquid during the five days 
of this fruit and water fast. Hot applications lamp 
or towels wrung out in hot water. These treat- 
ments should be continued for about fifteen or 
twenty minutes a day. 

Following the fruit fast the diet may be similar 
to that which is described in my weekly menus in 
this column, except that the starchy foods should 
be avoided for at least a month. Enemas should 
be continued once daily for about two weeks after 
using the diet. Every morning and evening after 
the fruit fast one should begin to use an increasing 
amount of exercise each day. Long walks are 
especially valuable. These instructions will bring 
relief in all but the most severe cases of colitis 
which might require additional treatments as could 
be given by a doctor skilled in physiotherapy and 
manipulative treatments. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs. Della K. asks: “Will boiling 
food ten minutes kill botulism if it is present? I 
use the cold pack method of canning string beans, 
but am always a little aff¥id to use them afterwards, 
even though I boil them tweny minutes.” 
ANSWER: If string beans are canned properly, 
there need be no fear of bolutism, as these micro- 
organisms are destroyed if the beans are boiled or 
steamed long enough. When you open a can of 
string beans, notice if they have a normal odor and, 
if so, re-boil them for about ten minutes. When 
there is an unpleasant odor or bubbles, or a dis- 
coloration of the can, they might cause botulism 
and should be discarded. 
QUESTION: H. asks: “Is honey a wholesome 
food? If so, what will it best combine with and 


in what quantity should it be used?” i 


ANSWER: Honey is a wholesome sugar and may 
be used wherever any other sugar could be used in 
good combination. The fact is, sugar does not com- 
bine well with other foods. The best way to use 
honey is in sweetening lemonade,
